8. All candidate., in Govetument service, whether in a 
permanent oi in temporary capacity or as work-charged 
employees, other than usual or daUy-rated employees, or 
those serving under Public Enterprises, will be requited to 
submit an undertaking that they have informed in writing, 
their Head of Office/Dcpnrtment that they have applied tor 
the Examination. 


Candidates should note that in case a communication is 
received from their employer by the Commission writh- 
holding permission to the candidates applying for/appcarlng 
at the examination, their application shall be rejected .'candi¬ 
dature shall be cancelled.

(x) harassing or doing bodily harm to the staff employ¬ 
ed by the Commission for the conduct of their 
examination; or 


(xi) violating any of the instructions issued to candi¬ 
dates along with their Admission Certificate per¬ 
mitting them to take tbe examination; or 

(xii) attempting to commit or a.s the case may be abet 
ling the commission of all or any of the acts 
specified in the foregoing clauses; 

may in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal pro¬ 
secution, be liable— 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the exa- 
min.atlon for which he Is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period— 

(i) by the Commission from any examination or 
selection held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government, from any cmplov- 
mcnl under them; and 

I c) it he is alicady iu scivicc under Government to 
disciplinary action under the appropiiole rules. 


Piovided that no penalty undci this rule shall be imposed 
except after— 


(i) giviag the candidate an opportunity of making such 
representation in writing as he may wish to mil.c

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Provided (hat candidates belonjing to the Scheduled CasfcB 
or the Scheduled Inbes oiiw, to the extent the uumber of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes cannot be Idled on the basis of the sencral 
standard be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed 
standard to mnke up the deficiency in the reserved guota, 
subject to the fitness of these candidates for inclusion in the 
Select List of Grade C of the Central Secretariat Steno¬ 
graphers Service and Railway Board Secretariat Stenogra¬ 
phers’ Service and for appointment to vacancies in other 
Services/posts irrespective of their ranks in the order of 
merit at the examination.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person 
from the'operation of this rule. 


18. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efiioicut dijcharce of his duties .is an officer of the ser¬ 
vice. A candidate who after such medical examination us 
may be prescribed by the competent authority is found not 
to satisfy these requirements, will not be appointed. Onlv 
such candidates as are likely to be considered for appoint 
ment will be medically examined.

The Shorthand Tests in English wfil comprise two dictation 
tests one at 120 words per minute for seven minutes and 
another at 100 words per minute for ten minutes, which the 
candidates will be required to transcribe in 45 and 50 minutes 
respectively. 


The shorthand tests in Hindi will comprbe two dictation 
tests one at 120 words per minute for seven minutes and 
another at 100 words per minute for 10 minutes which the 
candidates will be required to transcribe in 60 and 65 minute 
repcclivciy.
